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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress)  approved  August  10,  1917, 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  Slates  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  been  authorized  and  instructed,  as  an  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to 
lake  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding 
the  matters  authorized  to  be  investigated  under  thai  section. 

The  Food  Surveys  Project  has  been  established  pursuant  to  Sections  2  and  8,  of 
the  Act,  to  obtain  such  information  concerning  food  and  food  materials  as  may  seem 
or  desirable  for  the  guidance  of  governmental  agencies  and  the  public  in 


making  plans  for  increasing  production,  for  promoting  efficient  distribution,  and  for 
directing  conservation  and  utilization. 

The  results  of  the  surveys  made  under  this  Project  will  be  published  monthly  in 
"Food  Surveys,"  which  will  be  mailed  from  Washington,  D.  C,  between  the  fifteenth 
and  twentieth  of  each  month.  Special  numbers  of  "Food  Surveys"  will  be  issued  from 
time  to  lime  as  occasion  may  require.

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The  commodities  for  which  information  is  here  presented  include 
salted  and  cured  beef;  cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders;  other 
salted  and  cured  pork;    dried  fish;    and  fish  in  brine. 

The  total  quantities  of  these  commodities  on  hand  and  in  transit, 
as  reported  by  packers,  storage  houses,  wholesale  dealers,  and  a 
small  group  of  miscellaneous  concerns,  were  as  follows:  Salted  and 
cured  beef,  66,414,754  pounds;  cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders, 
516,803,277  pounds;  salted  and  cured  pork,  other  than  hams, 
bacon,  and  shoulders,  305,078,135  pounds;  dried  fish,  31,998,434 
pounds;  fish  in  brine.  52,873,432  pounds.  The  figures  for  goods  in 
transit  were  obtained  under  the  following  instructions:  "Report  as 
in  transit  the  total  quantity  which  you  have  recently  shipped  and 
which  you  believe  has  not  been  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  con- 
signee." The  quantities  of  these  commodities  thus  reported  as  in 
transit  were:  Salted  and  cured  beef,  3,090,468  pounds;  hams, 
bacon,  and  shoulders,  19,801,170  pounds;  salted  and  cured  pork, 
other  than  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders.  7,194,141  pounds;  dried 
fish,  402,693  pounds;  fish  in  brine,  925,198  pounds. 

Reports  covering  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  for  July 
1,  1918,  are  in  process  of  tabulation  and  will  be  published  later. 
Some  idea  of  the  relative  importance  of  the  retail  stocks  may  be 
obtained,  however,  from  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  in  which 
it  was  found  that  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  the  retail  dealers 


amounted  to  the  following  percentages  of  the  total  commercial 
stocks  of  the  commodities  considered:  Salted  and  cured  beef,  14.6 
per  cent;  cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders,  6.3  per  cent;  salted 
and  cured  pork,  other  than  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders,  5.7  per 
cent;    dried  fish,  10.6  per  cent;    fish  in  brine,  19.9  per  cent 

The  stocks  of  each  of  these  commodities  reported  for  the  date  of 
the  Survey  were  considerably  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same 
firms  on  July  1,  1917.  The  percentages  of  increase  are  as  follows: 
Salted  and  cured  beef.  9.4  per  cent;  cured  hams,  bacon,  and 
shoulders,  8.2  per  cent;  salted  and  cured  pork,  other  than  hams, 
bacon  and  shoulders,  50.2  per  cent;  dried  fish,  17.1  per  cent;  fish 
in  brine,  31.4  per  cent.

The  stocks  of  salted  and  cured  beef  (including  pickled,  corned, 
dried,  etc.),  together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in 
the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  commercial  concerns  other 
than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  66,414,754  pounds.  Of  this 
quantity,  63,324,286  pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  3,090,468 
pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  meat  packers 
held  38.4  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  51.4  per  cent;  the  wholesale 
dealers,  8.6  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  1.6  per 
cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  each  of  these  classes  of 
business  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  2,  and  the  quantities 
reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  of 
salted  and  cured  beef  held  by  the  several  classes  of  concerns  are 
shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  1. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  salted  and 
cured  beef  is  shown  in  Table  3.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  salted  and  cured 
beef  reported  by  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  is  shown 
in  Table  4.  _  These  figures  indicate  that  the  states  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division  held  almost  exactly  three-sevenths  of  the  total 
stocks  reported,  while  the  East  North  Central  division,  which 
ranked  second,  held  more  than  two-sevenths  of  the  total.  The 
West  North  Central  division  ranked  third,  and  the  New  England 
division  fourth.  Among  the  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  with 
21,345,479  pounds,  or  more  than  one- third  of  the  holdings  reported 
for  the  entire  country.  Illinois  ranked  second,  Kansas  third,  New 
Jersey  fourth,  Massachusetts  fifth,  and  Nebraska  sixth.  The  table 
further  shows  that  the  stocks  reported  from  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
and  Massachusetts  were  very  largely  held  in  the  warehouses,  while 
the  stocks  reported  from  Kansas  and  Nebraska  were  practically 
all  held  by  the  meat  packers,  and  those  of  Illinois  were  somewhat 
evenly  divided  between  the  meat  packers  and  the  warehouses, 
the  former  holding  over  7,000,000  pounds  and  the  latter  nearly 
10,000,000.  The  stocks  of  salted  and  cured  beef  reported  for 
the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  graphically  in 
Diagram  2. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  4.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  nine-tenths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  2,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  5.  These  figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks 
reported  by  the  meat  packers  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  only 
about  two-thirds  of  those  held  one  year  earlier,  the  stocks  reported 
by  the  warehouses  were  more  than  double  those  held  on  the  earlier 
date,  and  the  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
9.4  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms  on  July  1,  1917. 
The  relative  holdings  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form 
in^Diagram  3,  for  each  class  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous  group.

The  commercial  stocks  of  cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders 
(sweet-pickled,  dry-salted,  and  smoked),  together  with  the  quanti- 
ties in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by 
classes  of  business  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  516,803,277 
pounds.  Of  this  amount,  497,002,107  pounds  were  reported  as  on 
hand  and  19,801,170  pounds  as  in  transit,  Of  the  stocks  on  hand 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  the  meat  packers  held  87.0  per  cent; 
the  cold  storages,  9.5  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  3.3  per  cent; 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  0.2  per  cent.  The  stocks 
reported  by  these  classes  of  business  concerns  are  given  in  the 
first  column  of  Table  6,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last 
column.  The  relative  holdings  of  the  several  classes  of  firms  are 
shown  graphically  in  Diagram  4. 

The  number  of  reports  received  and  tabulated  for  cured  hams, 
bacon,  and  shoulders  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  8.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  cured  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders  reported  from 
each  geographic  division  and  state  are  given,  by  classes  of  concerns, 
in  Table  7.  The  West  North  Central  division  ranked  first,  with 
186,487,281  pounds,  or  37.5  per  cent  of  the  total  reported,  while  the 
East  North  Central  division  reported  167,628,552  pounds,  or  33.7 
per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  country.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division 
ranked  third,  and  the  New  England  division  fourth.  Among  the 
states,  Illinois  ranked  first,  with  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  total 
for  the  country,  Nebraska  second,  Kansas  third,  and  New  York 
fourth.  The  holdings  of  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders  reported  for 
the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  in  graphic  form 
in  Diagram  5. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic- 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  7.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  nine-tenths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  firms  in  Table  6.  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  9.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of 
the  Survey  were  8.2  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same 
firms  one  year  earlier.  The  stocks  reported  by  the  meat  packers, 
who  held  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  total,  showed  an  increase  of 
6.8  per  cent.  The  other  classes  of  business,  excepting  the  meat  and 
provision  jobbers,  showed  considerably  larger  relative  increases, 
though  the  total  amount  of  the  increase  in  the  holdings  of  these 
classes  was  only  about  one-third  of  the  absolute  increase  in  the 
stocks  of  the  meat  packers.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates 
are  shown  in  graphic  form,  for  each  class  of  concerns  except  the 
miscellaneous  group,  in  Diagram  6.

The  commercial  stocks  of  salted  and  cured  pork,  other  than  hams, 
bacon,  and  shoulders,  together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  commercial  con- 
cerns other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  305,078,135  pounds. 
Of  this  quantity,  297,883,994  pounds  were  in  stock  and  7,194,141 
pounds  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey, 
the  meat  packers  held  81.2  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  11.3  per 
cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  7.3  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous 
group,  0.2  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  are  shown,  by 
classes  of  business,  in  the  first  column  of  Table  10,  and  the  quantities 
reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks 
reported  by  the  different  classes  of  concerns  are  shown  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  7. 

Table  11  shows  the  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated 
for  this  commodity.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  reported  from  each  geographic  division  and  state  are 
given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  12.  The  West  North  Central 
division  ranked  first  among  the  geographic  divisions  in  stocks 
reported,  the  East  North  Central  division  second,  the  New  England 
division  third,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  fourth.  The  two 
divisions  first  named  together  reported  more  than  four-fifths  of  the 
total  stocks  of  the  country.  Among  the  individual  states,  Illinois 
ranked  first,  Kansas  second,  Minnesota  third,  Missouri  fourth,  and 
Wisconsin  fifth.  The  holdings  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  8. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  12.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  97  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  firms  in  Table  10,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table 
13.  These  figures  indicate  that,  with  the  single  exception  of  the 
holdings  of  the  meat  and  provision  jobbers,  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  were  decidedly  larger  than  those  held  by  the 
same  concerns  on  July  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  reported  for 
July  1,  1918,  were  50.2  per  cent  larger  than  those  reported  for 
July  1,  1917.  As  in  the  case  of  hams,  bacon,  and  shoulders,  the 
bulk  of  the  absolute  increase  was  in  the  stocks  of  the  meat  packers. 
The  stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically,  for 
each  of  the  classes  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in  Dia- 
gram 9.

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  dried  fish  (dry-salted,  smoked,  etc.), 
together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  all  classes  of  business  concerns  except 
retail  dealers,  amounted  to  31,998,434  pounds,  of  which  quantity 
31,595,741  pounds  were  in  stock  and  402,693  pounds  in  transit.  Of 
the  stocks  on  hand,  the  salt-fish  packers  held  62.2  per  cent;  the 
warehouses,  16.0  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  20.0  per  cent; 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  1.8  per  cent.  The  stocks 
reported  by  these  classes  of  firms  are  given  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  14,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column  of  the 
same  table.  The  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several  classes 
are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  reports  received  and  tabulated  for  dried  fish  is 
shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  15.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  dried  fish  reported 
by  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  is  given  in  Table  16. 
These  figures  show  that  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  stocks  on 
hand,  as  reported  in  the  Survey,  were  found  in  the  states  of  the  New 
England  division,  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranking  second,  and 
the  South  Atlantic  division  third.  These  three  divisions  together 
reported  over  26,000,000  pounds,  or  more  than  four-fifths  of  the 
holdings  reported  for  the  entire  country.  Among  the  individual 
states,  Massachusetts  ranked  first,  with  17,744,553  pounds,  or 
considerably  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  reported  for  the 
country.  New  York  ranked  second,  Virginia  third,  Illinois  fourth, 
and  Maine  fifth.  The  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported  for  the 
eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  11. 

The  quantity  reported  as  in  transit  is  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  16.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  seven-eighths  of  the  returns  for  dried  fish,  based  on 
the  quantity  reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well 
as  for  July  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given  by  classes  of  concerns  in  Table  14,  and  by  geo- 
graphic divisions  and  states  in  Table  16.  These  figures  show  a 
considerable  increase  for  all  classes  of  business  concerns  except  the 
miscellaneous  group.  The  total  stocks  of  dried  fish  reported  as  on 
hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  17.1  per  cent  larger  than 
those  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier.  The  relative  stocks 
on  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form,  for  each  class  of  con- 
cerns except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in  Diagram  12.

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  fish  in  brine,  together  with  the  quantities 
in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by 
business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  52,873.432 
pounds,  comprising  51,948,234  pounds  in  stock  and  925,198  pounds 
in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  salt-fish  packers  held  37.9 
per  cent;  the  warehouses,  34.2  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
25.9  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group,  2.0  per  cent.  The  stocks 
reported  as  on  hand  by  the  several  classes  of  business  are  shown 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  17,  and  the  quantities  reported  as  in 
transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  held  by  the  different 
classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  reported  from  each  geographic  division  and  state  are 
given,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  in  Table  20.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported, 
the  New  England  division  second,  and  the  East  North  Central 
division  third.  These  three  divisions  together  reported  more  than 
37,000,000  pounds,  or  about  72  per  cent  of  the  stocks  reported  for 
the  entire  country.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  stood 
first,  Massachusetts  second,  and  Illinois  third.  The  stocks  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  by  the  classes  of  concerns 
here  considered  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  14.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  17,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  19.  These  figures  indicate  that  all  of  the  im- 
portant classes  of  business  reported  materially  larger  holdings  for 
July  1,  1918,  than  for  July  1,  1917,  the  warehouses  reporting  stocks 

91.3  per  cent  larger,  the  wholesale  dealers  showing  an  increase  of 

19.4  per  cent,  and  the  salt-fish  packers  an  increase  of  14.4  per  cent. 
The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  31.4  per 
cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier.  The 
relative  stocks  on  hand  on  the  two  dates  are  represented  in  graphic 
form,  for  each  class  of  concerns  except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in 
Diagram  15.
